An American Diana Hunts Tigers in the Indian Jungles 


HE venerable fiction that physical courage is a 

T distinctive if not exclusive possession of the mas- 

culine sex is given a rude jolt by the exploits of 

Mrs. W. J. Morden of Chicago, pictured on the follow- 

ing page. She and her husband—a wealthy Chicago 

sportsman and member of the Adventurers’ Club—are 
both expert shots and ardent big game hunters. 

Mrs. Morden was Miss F. H. Rose of New Orleans, 
and while in France during the war as a Y. M. C. A. 
canteen worker met Mr. Morden, who was a Lieutenant 
in the A. E. F. Engineer Corps. They were married in 
1919, and since that time have taken many hunting 
trips together. 

During these expeditions Mrs. Morden has many 
times been in peril of her life, but her nerve and skill 
have never failed her, and she has come through un- 
scathed She has shot grizzly bears in Alaska and 
lions in Africa 

The few women hunters who have visited the Dark 
Continent have usually shot their lions from a blind at 


night over a kill, a method that involves littl personal 


risk. Mrs. Morden has brought down three fine male 


lions in the open, where the animals had a sporting 
chance, and where the slightest faltering on the part 
of the huntress might have meant her death. 

Her latest field of operations has been the Nepal 
District on the borders of Northern India. Permission 
to shoot tigers in this region is difficult to obtain, and 
is dependent upon the will of the Maharajah of Nepal. 
The reputation, however, of Mr. and Mrs. Morden had 
preceded them, and the Maharajah cordially invited 
them to shoot in the district and furnished them with 
every facility. As a special mark of courtesy to Mrs. 
Morden, the elephant used by the Prince of Wales on 
his hunting trip during his last visit to India was placed 
at her disposal. 

Tigers of large size and great ferocity abound in 
Nepal. They are usually hunted from howdahs on the 
backs of elephants. From that elevated perch, it is 
easier for the hunter to discern the striped terror of the 
jungle slipping through the tall grasses A ring of 


native beaters, spread out at first over a wide territory 


and making a terrific discord with drums and tom- 
toms, gradually narrows, driving what tigers there may 
be in the circle to the vicinity of the waiting hunter or 
hunters. 

Then comes the test of skill and nerve—skill, be- 
cause the waving grasses blend with the tiger’s stripes, 
making the target difficult; nerve, because, unless hit 
in a vital spot, the maddened brute may spring at its 
encmy and try to drag him from the howdah. 

Mrs. Morden met both tests successfully, and 
brought down three fine tigers, the skin of the largest 
measuring 11 feet 5 inches. Mr. Morden had equal 
luck. The total bag of the party was nine tigers in 
tive days’ shooting, of which seven were secured in 
twenty-four hcurs This is said to be a record for 
tiger-shooting in India. 

A distinguished member of the party was General 
Bruce, C. B. E., who had been chosen to head the 
British Mount Everest Expedition, but ‘was forced to 
send in his resignation, owing to illness contracted in 


the course of the hunting trip.

HE pheasant is not indigenous to America. It 
si abounds in Southern Europe and in China and is 

a favorite object of the chase in England, to 
which country it is said to have been brought by the 
Romans. 

It was first successfully introduced into the United 
States by the Hon. O. N. Denny, American Consul 
General at Shanghai, China, who sent over about 
twenty pairs in 18090 They were liberated in the 
Willamette Valley, Oregon, and multiplied with such 
rapidity that two years later, when an open season 
was declared, 50,000 were killed on the first day. 

Since that time many hatcheries have been estab- 
lished in various States. One of the most important is 
that under State auspices at East Sandwich, Mass., 
where 15,000 are raised annually. 

When first hatched they are as tame as chickens, 
but at the end of four weeks their wild instincts assert 
themselves and the birds become afraid of man. As 
soon as they are able to take care of themselves they 
are liberated in the woods of the State, and during the 
open season are at the mercy of the hunters. 

Many thousands are shot each year, and were it not 
for the annual supply provided by the State hatchery 
they would soon be exterminated They are an ex-
